Isolated, but serious 
voter registration problems 
were reported at ASCS 
of rices across Lhe country.

voters to register. 

There were also reports 
thnl some ASCS offices 
wore reluctant to provide 
stockmen with material so 
they could mail registra¬ 
tions.

Says Miller 
today: “The funda¬ 
mental supply-demand 
situation and outlook 
justifies higher price 
levels and better mar¬ 
ket psychology thnn 
now exists.”
